admit that they drugged him with 


whisky with morphine in it until 


he was in a drunken stupor, and 


then they employed a colored boy, 


John Cuie, 
to drag 
him to the 


closet, 
for which they gave him 


$20 of the money 
secured from 


him. 
The colored cook carried his hat, 


shoes and coat to the closet and 


placed them in the orderly condi­ 


tion in the building in which they 


were found. 
The man was placed there about 


7 o’ 
clock Thursday night, and the 


theory is that he chilled to death. 


The colored man and the coloied 


cook corroborated the statement of 


the women in the main. 
Robbery 


was the motive. 
One hundred dollars was found 


yesterday by the assistant prose­ 


cuting attorney under an old wash 


pan in the yard, where the women 


had buried it. 
The 
women 
are held for 
the 
grand jury, 
which meets in two 


weeks. 
The other parties may be held as 
accessories. 
The body was taken to Harts- 
burg by relatives for burial. 
Miss 
Fannie Rybold, of Columbia, who 
was to be married to Gilmore in­ 
side of a month, 
followed the re­ 
mains to their last resting place. 
Alice Young, a colored cook, 
who was present when the Russell 
woman drugged Gilmore with mor­ 
phine and whisky, tells the follow­ 


ing story : 
“ Gilmore came to the house be­ 
tween 8 and 9 o’ 
clcck Thursday 
morning and asked for something 
to eat 
W e gave him breakfast, 
and he said he wanted a bottle of 


whiskey, 
“ M a y told Gilmore it would cost 
him 75 cents for the whiskey. 
He 
gave her $1.00, and she kept 25 
cents for the breakfast. 
“ I was outside when the whis­ 
key was brought, but when I c^me 
in I saw M ay have her hand under 
the table. 
I asked her what she 


was doing, and she said: 
‘ 
You 
just keep still; I am going to put a 
little chloroform in this whiskey to 
make 
him 
sleep,’ 
and 
I 
said: 
‘ 
May, don’ 
t do that; 
you 
may 
give him too much and kill him.’ 
“ She said: 
*Oh no ; this ain’ 
t 
the first time I gave a man chloro­ 
form.’ 
Afterwards she came 
in 
with a roil of bills and said : 
‘ 
I ’ 
ve 
got his money.’ 
“ She then called Flo and gave 
her $50 of the money. 
She took 
the money and shoved some of it 
in my bosom. 
I took it out and 
said I didn’ 
t want the money or 
anything else that man had. 
May 
then said : 
“ Alice, you are fool­ 
ish ; you just keep still, for I am 
going to give you $5 anyw ay.’ 
“ 1 told her I didn’ 
t want it. 
She said : 
‘ 
A ll righ t; 
I ’ 
ll keep it 
for you and give it to you after ev­ 
erything is over.’ 
Then Flo came 
up town and 
returned with the 
carriaere about 6 -.30 p. m. 
“ Johnnie Cuie came out for me 
and while he was there May asked 
him to help her take that mao out. 
They tried to carry him, 
but he 
was too heavy, so they dragged 
him out. 
“ May told me to bring his hat 
and shoes and coat, which I did, 
and placed them in the closet as 
they 
were 
found. 
Johnnie was 
given $10 by May for helping her 
take out the man. 
Then John and 
I came up town

The suddenness and complete­ 
ness with which Captain Drey fus 
has dropped out of sight demon­ 
strates that fame is usually evanes­ 
cent. 
The permanent variety can 
be achieved only by the man who 
wins a glove fight or has a 5-cent 
cigar named after him. 


J u d g i n g from press dispatches, 
the fortunes of war continue to 
favor the Boers in the Transvaal, 
to the surprise and mortification of 
all England. 
It is considered sig­ 
nificant that no news is given out 
at the war office in London, and 
for this reason many believe the re­ 
port that the ammunition of the 
English at Lady smith has given 
out and that Gen. White is mor­ 
tally wounded. 


E lections are being held in 
twelve states today . 
Ohio, Iowa, 
Kentucky , Mississippi, Mary land 
and Massachusetts will elect a gov­ 
ernor and other state officers, Ne­ 
braska a judge of the supreme 
court and two regents of the state 
university , Pennsy lvania a treas­ 
urer and a judge of the supreme 
court and of the superior court, 
South Dakota three justices of the 
supreme court and New York, 
New Jersey and Virginia a legis­ 
lature. 
There are five tickets in 
Ohio, five in Iowa, six in Ken­ 
tucky , two in Mississippi, three in 
Nebraska, two in South Dakota, 
three in Mary land, five in Pennsy l 
vania and five in Massachusetts. 
In JSansas and Colorado county of­ 
ficers are to be elected and munici­ 
pal elections will be held in San 
Francisco, Salt Lake, New Or­ 
leans and Detroit. 
And in addi­ 
tion to a sheriff and some judicial 
officers in Greater New Y ork, may - 
oraltv elections are to be held in 
some of the other cities in New 
Y'ork. 


T h e old legal question of the 
liability of insurance companies 
where the 
policy holder commits 
suicide has been ruled upon anew 
by the federal court of appeals at 
St. Louis in the affirmative. 
The 
decision takes new ground, say s 
the Chicago Chronicle. 
It does 
not assume that the man who kills 
himself is necessarily insane. 
It 
declares that the company is bound 


to pay unless it can be shown that 
the decedent took out his policy 
with the intention of committing 
suicide—a fact which it would be 
practically impossible to prove 
The ruling seems to bear heavily 
against the companies, but it is 
more in appearance than in reality . 
Few men will commit suicide be­ 
cause of the knowledge that their 
heirs will 
get 
their 
insurance 
money . 
On the other hand, men 
will be induced to insure by the 
knowledge that there will be no 
quibbling and 
wrangling should 
they die under circumstances which 
might favor the suicide theory . 
The decision thus favors both sides 
and is in accord with public policy . 
Life insurance is one of the bless­ 
ings of civilization. 
It is only 
necessary that the man who pay s 
premiums y ear after y ear shall 
have every assurance that his de­ 
pendents will receive the amount 
of his policy without having to 
fight for it in the courts. 


R e p u b l i c a n managers as well 
as the president 
are 
becoming 
heartily tired of the vulgar ag­ 
gressiveness of Mark Hanna and 
they are seeking way s to dethrone 
him. 
As a business man it must 
be admitted that Mark Hanna has 
been a great success ; as a boodle 
raiser for campaign purposes he 
has been without a peer ; as a 
statesman he has been a conspicu­ 
ous failure. 
Hanna represents all 
that is crass and coarse in Ameri­ 
can life and not a little of what is 
criminal, say s the Memphis Com­ 
mercial Appeal. Money is his gud 
and what money cannot buy is 
worth nothing to him. 
He pos­ 
sesses all the daring of a parvenu, 
all the precocity of ignorance, all 
the thick skin of the wholly selfish. 
No matter what is needed, his idea 
is to buy it, buy it as cheaply as 
possible, but buy it. 
He is desti­ 
tute of all the gentler and restrain­ 
ing sentiments that raise society 
above savagery , and, while he is 
undoubtedly powerful, he is con­ 
stantly acting the bull in the china 
shop. 
Hanna is coarse of fiber. 
He would be a great man in a rock 
quarry or in a coal mine, where his 
environments would be congenial. 
He is wholly unfitted by nature 
and sentiments for the sphere in 
life in which his money has placed 
him.

Two Young Men Arrested for 
Alleged Embezzlement. 


BROUGHT FROM TIPTON. 


They Were in the Employ of Dr. 
Schaff, Who Is Condnctingr a 
Druif Store at Mora. 


Constable Chas. Clark, of T ip­ 
ton, arriv ed here on Missouri Pa­ 
cific train No. 5, at 2 -.30 o’clock 
this afternoon, hav ing in charge 
Chas. Freeburn, a brother of Dy sou 
Freeburn, of Hotel Sicher bar, and 
Tony Lutz, of Tipton, 
who are 
charged with hav ing absconded 
from Mora, Benton county , with 
money and key s belonging to Dr. 
Schaff, 
keeper of a drug store 
there, in whose employ the y oung 
men were. 
Postmaster Quigley , of Tipton, 
accompanied the trio to Sedalia to 
g iv e bond for^ y oung Lutz in case 
the opportunity offered. 
The y oung men deny that they 
are guilty of any thing ev en border­ 
ing on crookedness, and they hav e 
a legion of friends who believ e 
them. 
They admit hav ing been in the 
employ of Dr. Schaff at Mora, but 
say his conduct was such that they 
were forced to leav e. 
They further allege that he is 
not responsible for his actions. He 
had threatened their liv es if they 
left him, they say , so they quietly 
stole away from Mora and went to 
Tipton, where y oung Lutz’ people 
reside and where the boy himself 
is held in highest regard. 
Dr. Schaff finally located the 
y oung men at Tipton, so y esterday 
he ordered their arrest by wire, but 
the request was not complied with. 
Today , 
howev er, 
the accused 
were taken in custody and brought 
here as stated for the purpose of 
turning them ov er to the consta­ 
ble of Mora township. 
Dr. Schaff’s queer actions hav e 


caused no little talk at Mora and 
in ’ that v icinity during the past 
few weeks. 
It is only a short time since he 
drew a gun on Sheriff Prussing, of 
Benton county , who went to Mora 
to lev y upon his drug stock in 
fav or of J ames Glass & Co., of this 
city , 
to whom the doctor is in­ 
debted in the sum of nearly $500 
for liquor, and which case is now 
pending in 
the Benton county 
circuit court. 
Freeburn and Lutz will giv e 
bond without the least difficulty , it 
is said, and when all of the facts 
are brought out the public will 
realize that there was nev er any 
ground for the arrest. 


A HANGING SKELETON. 


Eemains of a Nesrro Ly nched More

PEOPLE WANT DAMAOES 


City Fathers Went Into Executive 
Session to Discuss a Number 
of Suits. 


The city council met in regular 
session last evening with all the 
members present.

tract time after time and suggested 
that the contract be rigidly en­ 
forced or t^^e company’s franchise 
be revoked. 
Counselor Cashman made a re­ 
ply to the letter and stated that in 
as much as the several councils had 
allowed tlie company to violate its 
contract for some nine years witli- 
out notifying said company of its 
violation, that it was too late in 
the 
season to begin proceedings 
against said company. 
Both let­ 
ters w^ere placed on file. 
A resolution was passed to the 
effect that the Electric and R ail­ 
way company be notified to fur­ 
nish meters to test its light power, 
the same to be placed in charge of 
the city engineer. 
The bid of Wells 
.Sullivan to 
furnish soft coal at »$2.25 per ton 
was rejected. 
The bid of Moss Si Winters to 
furnish the material and build a 
$200 barn for the cemetery sexton 
was, on motion of Mr. Ethridge, 
accepted. 
A resolution concerning the pur­ 
chase of three acres of the Pat 
Grace land for the colored ceme­ 
tery was read and adopted. 
The request of V an B. W isker 
for the opening of a road through 
the McClure land from A llcorn’s 
packing house eastward was grant­ 
ed. 
Mr. Porter made mention of the 
fact that Second street had n3t 
been opened as provided for by 
resolution 
and wanted to 
know 
what the council was going to do 
about it. 
C ity Counselor 
Cash­ 
man was instructed to prepare no­ 
tices relative to the oprning 
of 
both Second and Third streets. 
On motion of Mr. Jones, the 
street commissioner was instructed 
to grade 
and 
fix up Wilkerson 
avenue, from Moniteau street to 
Grand avenue. 
In regard 
to 
the 
opening of 
Fourth street, Mr. Ethridge wanted 
to know of Mr. Jones who was 
chairman of the street and alley 
committee, and as to w hy nothing 
had been done toward the opening 
of that thoroughfare. 
Mr. Jones replied that he was 
not chairman at the time the reso­ 
lution was pas-ed, and in return to 
Mr. Ethridge’s question, wanted to 
know why Mr.

A spirited discussion followed, 
w’hen one alderman said it was no 
use to report said light when no 
a'tion was taken against the elec­ 
tric light company wnien contracts 
were violated. 
Mr. Starr took the floor and said 
he opposed paying for anything 
the city didn’ t get. 
He gave the 
light company a pretty good round 
up. 
Mr. Cashman got a little warm 
and made a strong statement con­ 
cerning taunts and slurs thrown at

concerning 
his 
written 
opinion about 
the electric light 
company. 
He stated 
that if the council 
would specify any particular com­ 
plaint against the company,

The circuit court of appeals for 
Ohio has rendered a decision of in­ 
terest to employes in the case of 
Narramore, an injured switchman. 
The court s a y s: 
“ In the absence of statutory pro­ 
vision a switchman employed in 
the yards of a railroad company 
assumes the risk incident to un­ 
blocked switches and guard rails, 
where, in general, there are 
no 
blocks used in such yards and the 
servant has been employed therein 
for such a length of time that in 
the exercise of ordinary observa­ 
tion he must have 
known 
such 
fact. 
“ The doctrine of the assumption 
of risk by a servant is that term of 
the contract of employment, ex­ 
press or implied, and no right of 
action accrues to the servant for 
an injury due to such risk, because, 
under the contract, the master has 
violated no legal duty in failing to 
protect the servants from dangers, 
the risk of which he agreed to as­ 
sume. 
“ The purpose oi the Ohio act of 
March 23, 1888, requiring railroad 
companies 
t3 
block 
the 
frogs, 
switches and guard rails on their 
tracks, under penalty of a fine, was 
to protect employes of such com­ 
panies from a well-known danger 
of their service, 
the 
risk 
from 
which, from the nature 
of their 
employment, they were compelled 
to assume, and although an 
em­ 
ploye impliedly waves a compli­ 
ance with the statute and agrees to 
assume the risk from unblocked 
switches 
and 
guard 
rails 
by 
continuing 
in 
the 
service 
without complaint, a court will 
not 
recognize 
or 
enforce 
such 
agreement. 
The imposition of a 
penalty for a violation of the stat­ 
ute does not exclude other means 
of enforcement, and to permit a 
company to avail itself of such an 
assumption of risk by its employes 
is, in effect, to enable it to nullify 
a penal statute, and is against pub­ 
lic policy. 
The assumption of risk 
by the emplo^’ ^e, however, which 
is a matter of contract, is not to be 
confused with contributory negli­ 
gence.”
